thorizing the speaker to employ those 
needed for the conduct of his office, 
which was on the'calendar as the first 
order of business, was neglected and 
will be taken up immediately after 
the house reconvenes at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 

Representative Harris, who is slated 
to be vice chairman of the powerful 
rules committee, made the opening 
and strongest address in favor of the 
résolution, which also was ably sup- 
ported by Representative J. J. Flynt, 
of Spalding county, who is a former 
president of the senate. 

Harris pointed out that he felt it 
was the duty of the legislature to stay 
and act on the measures which were 
sponsored by Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge and which result from the 
pledges he made during his campaign. 
He added that he believed an emer- 
gency existed and that it was neces- 
sary to stay in session as long as the 
bills to be submitted during the re- 
mainder of the organization meeting 
required. 

No Loss Foreseen. 

Judge Flynt asserted that he be- 
lieved that neither the farmers nor 
the lawyers in the house would sus- 
tain any personal economic loss by 
remaining for the regular session. 

The opposition to the _ resolution 
was led by Representative Paul Lind- 
say, of DeKalb county. 

Others joined in the debate, but 
even before the roll call was taken 
it was apparent that a great victory 
was in store for the Talmadge forces 
in the first real test of strength they 
have had in the session which opened 
Monday. 

Senator Gordon Knox, of the third 
district, introduced a_ resolution in 
the senate calling for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to inquire into 
prison conditions in the state.

VISUAL EDUCATION 
ABOLITION URGED 


Kindergarten Elimina- 
tion, Smaller Education 
Board Favored. 


Elimination of the visual educa- 
tion and the testing and guidance de- 
partments, kindergartens,  establish- 
ment of a smaller board of education 
to conduct school affairs, and a sharjf- 
ly divided opinion as to the superior 
value of the k-6-3-3 system as op- 
posed to the 7-4 plan, were recom- 
mended Wednesday as the first ar- 
swers of Atlanta’s 1,100 teuchers to a 
questionnaire were received.

RUSSOJAP TREATY 
“HELD IMPOSSBLE 


Russia’s Preparation for 
War Kills Hope for Non- 
Agression Pact. 


By MILES. W. VAUGHN. 


TOKYO, Japan, Jan. 11.—(UP)— 
Soviet Russia’s preparations for war, 
frankly admitted by Josef Stalin, head 
of the Moscow government, have defi- 
nitely removed the last possibility that 
Japan might sign a pact of non-ag- 
gression with Russia, it was maile 
clear today. 

Stalin’s declaration that develop- 
ments in the far east, particularly in 
Manchuria and north China, 
caused Russia to turn heavy indus- 
tries to the manufacture of munitions 
and other war materials caused aston- 
ishment in official quarters. 

A government spokesman told the 
United Press Stalin’s attitude showed 
that throughout the time Moscow was 
appealing to Tokyo to accept the non- 
aggression pact, the soviet leaders 
were shifting their whole industrial 
program in preparation for war, 

Furthermore, the spokesman. de- 
clared that the demand from Japanese 
military leaders for large appropria- 
tions in the current budget was due 
primarily to the knowledge of this sig- 
nificant change in the soviet program. 

There was no indication at the 
gaimusho (foreign office), however, 
that Japan intended to sever diplo-

Bil- 
lions have been spent for highways 
paralleling the rails, and these roads, 
huilt for motorists, are now used 
largely for commercial purposes. I 
am sure that it can be proved mathe- 
matically that the users do not pay 
their way. 

“When regulation of competitors is 
accomplished and the suhsidies are 
taken out, we still will have all of 
these services operating in the field 
to best serve the people on a sound 
economic basis and we will have the 
cheapest and best transportation we 
ever had.”

‘Tax’. May Be Levied Upon 
Peasants, in Place. of 
Present Tribute.

‘MOSCOW, Jan. 11.—(/)—A long-

im, the effort to extract. from that 
class enough agricultural: produce to 
feed. the country assumed. definite 
‘form tonight in the publication of a 
speech by Vyacheslaff Molotoff, 

The president of the union coun- 
cil of: the peoples commissars an- 
nounced that the government prob- 
ably. would abolish “collections” ' of 
grain and. substitute therefore a grain 
“tax” in kind. 

Returning to, a system in effect 10 
years ago, the grain production of the 
country would hereafter be placed on 
the recently-instituted basis for meat 
and butter production. 

Under the proposal, peasants would 
be assessed a definite grain tax in 
advance of sowing instead of being 
subject to levies of grain deliveries 
on the basis of possibilities, the sys- 
tem now in effect. 

A peasant, under the current plan, 
has never known beforehand what has 
been expected of him, and consequent- 
ly grain production has suffered bad- 
ly in the last few years because pro- 
ducers faced the certainty that the 
more they raised the more the gov- 
ernment would take. 

The method of “collections”’—which 
means the government’s demands on 
the peasantry for delivery to it of 
grain and produce at a low fixed price 
—was adopted in 1928 at the begin- 
ning of the first five-year plan. 

The grain “tax” in kind was first 
put into effect at the beginning of 
the new economic policy in 1921, im- 
mediately following the period of the 
war communism, 

This lasted about three years, when 
a system of monetary tax was insti- 
tuted with respect to grain, In oth- 
er words, the peasants were compelled 
to pay money on a tax basis to the 
amount of grain they raised. 

This method was succeeded by the 
“eollection” system now in effect,

today as a last bit of evidence left 
for man of “the birth cry of the uni- 
verse.” 

A modest, youthful Jesuit professor 
of the University of Louvain, Bel- 
gium, Abbe Gorges Le Maitre, pre- 
sented this theory at the Mount Wil- 
son observatory library here. 

He said the rays appear to be a 
glimpse left for man of the primordial 
fireworks that marked the beginning 
of the universe ten billion years or 
sO ago. 

Dr. Albert E. Einstein lauded the 
theory as the “‘most pleasant, beauti- 
ful and satisfying interpretation” of 
the source of cosmic rays, saying it 
offered less objections and was more

eee Dr. Hubble’s estimate of 
the total amount of matter in space 
being 10 fo the minute 31st power of 
on gram per cubic centimeter, we 
find cosmic radiation equal to about 
one-thousandth of all matter. 

“Tt is thus comparable to all ener- 
gy in existing matter. It is extreme- 
ly probable that the whole of exist- 
ing energy of matter is involved in 
this phenomena of cosmic rays.” 

Abbe Le Maitre pictured the uni- 
verse as starting expanding ten bil- 
lion years, more or less, ago, from 
one primordial atom with a burst like 
fireworks, and slowing down since. 

“Man studies by looking back- 
ward,” he said. “First you go to the 
libraries, books and writings. These 
do not go back far. 

“Then one goes to geology, which 
leaves its records written in the earth 
of past ages. 

“Beyond that one must go to in-

‘Arthur Poe’s Famous Kick. 
Football is full of famous plays which won and lost games, plays still 


remembered by the old guard. 


Of all these famous plays one of the most discussed was the drop 


kick Arthur Poe, of Princeton, made against Yale over 30 years ago. 
In the first place, it had ali the elements of stirring melodrama. 


In’ 


the second place, it beat a great Yale team. In the third place, Poe had 


never tried a drop kick before. 

In order to get the cumplete low- 
down on this much-discussea play, |! 
put the argument up to Dave Fran- 
cis, of St. Louis, Mo., who played 
tackle for Yale in that same and 
who still recalls every detaii vividly. 

Dave Francis, big, fast, aggres- 
sive and powerful, was one of 
the star tackles of his time—but 
in that game he was facing des- 
tiny. 

His account adds an 
chapter to football history. 

He writes: “Curiously enough | 
read three different articles on that 
famous [Poe kick some time ago. 

‘That was 33 years ago last 
November 19, or the correspond- 
ing date, at New Haven.. Arthur 
Poe was playing right end for 
Princeton, 1 was at left tackle 
for Yale. : 

“] feared Arthur Poe—-any Poe— 
any time—any place—anyhow. 
known the family outside of foot- 
bail, all charming people, but par 
excellence on the football field, as ] 
had personal reason to knuw from our 
experience at Princeton just one yeat 
previous, when this saine Arthur 
grabbed—not recovered—a Yale-car- 
ried ball, and raced to a touchdown 
and Princeton victory. 

“He was light, fast, shrewd, 
knew football innately, and was 
tricky as the devil. He could not 
kick—that is, either punt or drop 
kick. I knew it. We all knew it. 
So after the conference of the 
three remaining Prineeton start- 
ers, with 36 seconds to play, 
when Poe dropped back about 15 
feet from me—straight back from 
me—I simply had to play it right. 
“Il couldn't charge him, for trying 

and missing meant a potential Prince- 
ton touchdown if our secondary de- 
fense should also miss him, and any 
man or secondary line could—without 
censure—miss 
ago.

“I stood my ground waiting for 

a trick play. The three backs be-

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan, 11.—(/) 
The Manufacturers’ Record estimates 
the south awarded contracts worth 
$560,00,00 last year. 

Figures on $428,237,000 worth of 
construction business were available. 
This figure does not include awards 
for projects worth less than $10,000 
or numerous big projects on which 
cost was not available. 

The aggregate valuation of  con- 
struction work in the south in 1931 
was $649,312,000. |. 

December awards amounted to 
$40,625,000 and showed a gain of 36 
per cent over the November total of 
$29,831,000 

An increase in value of contracts 
to be let was recorded in December. 
The total was $85.892.000 as com- 
pared with $77,158,000 in November. 

Contracts let’ for highway work 
amounted to $16,440,000 last month. 
Contracts to be awarded include $33,- 
699,000 for industrial plants; $3.712,- 
000 for dredging operations; $9,292.- 
000 for public buildings; $2,501,000 
for general building, and $24,428,000 
for highway work. 

Contracts awarded include. $1.651.- 
000 for general building, $12.190,000 
for publie buildings; $16,440,000 for 
road improvements, and $10,404,000 
for industrial projects. 

Toward close of the year activities 
were increased as funds from the feil- 
eral Reconstruction Corporation be- 
came available. Structures thus made 
possible for the south include the 
$15,000,000 bridge across the Missis- 
sippi river at New Orleans; a 
$7.500,000 bridge across the Chesa- 
peake bay, and a $3,000,000 span 
over the Potomac.’
